ihc centre of the ridge were stirs eyed 
followed by about 1.600 square miles 
in the "foothills" to one side of the 
ridge. It was the first time such de¬ 
tailed surveys had ever been done in 
the middle of the ocean. 

More recently during operations 
north-east of Socotra. II Nl S. Owen 
found a small trench oxer 19.000 feet 
deep, some 2.000 feel deeper than the 
neighbouring flat sea bed. It is heliesed 
lo be the deepest part of the Arabian 
Sea. 

Of the 260 days since leaving the 
. United Kingdom in September. 1962. 
the Owen has spent 21*0 days at sea 


and steamed nearly 38.000 miles.

Getting Tripoli back to normal 
hindered by air raids

H .M-S. ANTWERP, carrying stores and equipment lor o%e of the naval parly, had been discharged. The 
uujnlitt and variety of louts and eauioment when mustered were cMremelv meagre, tolallv inadequate for the great 


■ ■ quantity and variety of touts and equipment when mustered -ere extremely meagre, totally inadequate for the great 
lasV ul the rehabilitation of Ihe porl. which had been so efleclively sabotaged by Ihr enemy forces, before evacuation. 
As a port parly. wrVcrc indeed put to the lest to devise -ays and means to produce quick results. Hie search for cx- 
cnem* material, stored in fishing tillages, yielded excellent results. Ibis, together with the loan of tools from Ihe 
Royal Engineers, and their valuable help in rebuilding piers and jellies -as a godsend. Colonel Armilage. R.E- -as 
our fairy godfather. 


Water transport -as practically non¬ 
existent I he Base Assistant Engineer

AIR RAIDS 

1 he transit Irom ship to shore was 
painfull) slow, but with the arrival of 
coal ami additional bents Irom Alexan¬ 
dria stores -ere rapidly built up 
Intensive enemy air raids commenced 
early in February which greatly re- 
ducal the rale ol discharge by night, 
when as many as live raids occurred 
during the hours ol darkness. 

By tins lime, Ihe "Defence Com¬ 
mittee" had arranged for Ihe co¬ 
ordination ol the three Services The 
Army mounted 48 heavy 3.7-inch and 
48 A.A Hofor guns around the peri¬ 
meter of Ihe harbour. The R.A.F. 
supplied a balloon barrage, ercclcd 


radar, and had a number of day and 
night lighters available lor instant 
action. Ihe ceiling ol the barrage was 
8.000 feci, which made interception ol 
enemy planet over the harbour prac¬ 
tically impossible. They had cither to 
he intercepted before Ihe attack if 
sufficient radar warning had been given 
or to make contact when the enemy 
planes were making their "get-away. 
Smoke canisters were distributed along 
the breakwater and three searchlights 
mounted. 

The Royal Navy established mine¬ 
watching posts to cover the harbour 
area and outer anchorage. Convoy es¬ 
cort destroyers in port look station in 
the outer anchorage, and kept an 
Asdic anti-submarine listening watch. 
A coast defence battery ol 12 IS- 
pounders had been »et up. and the 
boom delence nets, which had been 
sunk by the enemy, —ere being raised 
anJ replaced. 

Thus, within, a few days, quite a 
respectable defence organisation had 
been set up before any attack had been 
made on ihe harbour. The first raid 
was in the nature ol a reconnaisance 
and no bombs were dropped: il proved

It was 
the reward ol good teamwork, which 
embodied the salvage party, the staff 
ol the Admiralty berthing officer, 
pilots, and the exceptionally cfficicnl 
sea transport officer, his staff, and the 
I military officers and staff engaged in 
discharging stores Irom the transports. 

Apart from discharging cargo, and 
the del cnee- ol the port arrangements 
had to he made lor accommoda- 
I lion, amenities, shore leave, watering 
I and oiling. escort vessels, discipline 
, anJ many other things, including regu- 
* lations and methods of dealing with 
I the needs of Royal Navy personnel, 
and that of the Merchant Navy. 

PREPARING PORT ORDERS 
To cover Ihe many avpccls of Ihe 
situation, porl orders needed to be 
produced very quickly and. in addition, 
a separate set ol port orders to cover 
ihe proceedings ol masters ol the 
Merchant Navy and the crews. With 
the many operations and conferences 
taking place during ihe day. there was 
not a minute to spare for writing up 
such orders. Except lor the executive 
) officer, there was no other officer of 
experience to whom I could delegate 
1 the duties ol drafting out the orders I 
I therefore spent many hours at night, 
between ait raids, in compiling porl 
1 orders myself. 

A GREAT OCCASION 
At described earlier, the Spanish 
Quay had been severely damaged by 
ihe enemy, small crall and concrete

! alongude Yet this was ihe only quay 
I at which msnlcrale-draught ships

Fortunately the lire had been extin¬ 
guished. Once again I cautioned the 
Armv officers about smoking. 

I had not long settled down for 
some rest when at 2 a.m. I was 
! awakened by a terrific explosion, and 
| the signalman reported that it had 
occurred on board I..T.C.I2T On 
reaching the scene ol the explosion I 
found lhal. although Ihe commanding 
officer ol I2‘» and his crew- had the 
Arc on board in hand, the interior was 
gulled and smouldering, and the petrol 
1 and ammunition which had been 
stacked on the quay were on lire. The 
'null-arms ammunition was exploit* 
ing. and bullets, and tracer ammuni¬ 
tion were flying in all.directions. By 
the side ol the ammunition slack 
were 40-gallon drums of high-octane 
petrol, and there was no naval lire 
fighting equipment available. Ihe one 
and only lug in the harbour.
